A reporter on a midwcfitcm newspaper aslt' 
men and women, interviewed essentially 
at random, which United Nation has made 
the greatest contribution toward winning 
this war. Two said Russia, one China and 
tho United States. 

Such a question and the ans:wers make an 
excellent feature, but the results of the poll 
prove only one thing, which Is the willing' 
ness of almost everybody to e}£preE3 a firm 
opinion on matters about which ho knows 
very Uttlo. 

To such a question vherA are at least six 
5 answers which can be argued with consldcr- 
' able logic — Britain, China, Russia or the Uni- 
ted States, Qcrmany by her errors, or 
own favorite — that the war hasn't been won 
yet, which Is not really a quibble. 

We should not be In position to dream of 
winning the war, eventually, If the British 
Isles had, not weathered the crisis that fol- 
lowed Dunlclrlc. England might not have 
survived but for the weapons and other aid 
wo contributed. But that aid would have been 
futile If tho British had not used It with 
courage and optimism unparalleled In mili- 
tary history. 

The best we could hope for would 
stalemate If Russia had tiot amazed the world 
by bravery and skill of her battered armies, 
and by possession of material resources of 
which none of us dreamed. But without 
.British and American aid, Russia probably 
would not have been able to turn back the 
nazi tide. 

Without American materiel or without 
British sea and military manpower, the vic- 
tory of north Africa could not. have been 
won. nor for th^t matter, would It'havo been 
■won It much of Hltlcr'aotrenglh had not been 
tied upt In Rtlssia, , • - •. t _ y 

It is utterly JinpMBlbio" to, '6ort out nhe 
combined contitbutlcm of any one country 
and say that It was greatest. Common ^enso 
tells us that any one of these nations pro- 
duced a balance of power without which at 
best we should have been forced to an In 
decisive armistice. 
. And If Germany had Invaded England im. 
mediately after Dunkirk, or had refrained 
from attacklnff Russia, we ahould have lost 
one or other of those Invaluable allies. 

Let's go ahead and win the war, and leave 
it to history to decide whether It matters 
greatly who made the greatest contribution, 



PROBLEM OF INFLATION 
It is easy to make Inflation sound com- 
plicated — which It is — and difficult to 
cut through to the heart of the problem 
without belns superficial and giving errone- 
ous impressions. But laymen, who Include 
most of us, cannot understand the jargoh 
of economists. We have tried, and usuolly 
find ourselves more confusEd In the end than 

_at-the- beginning. 

We must start, always, at the beginning, 
This Is the fact that there Is more money in 
tho hands of consumers now than ever be- 
fore, but there are leas goods to be bought 
than ever before. 

Ordinarily, when the supply of money ex- 
ceeds that of goods, prices begin going up. 
That attracts new production until there arc 
goods enough for everybody— and eventually 
too many goods, which starts prices down 
again. 

Such natural action and reaction are Im 
possible at present because the manufactur- 
ing capacity which normally would produce 
goods to satisfy excess demand has been 
■ -tied up In war production. 

We have, then, an estimated 545,000,000.- 
000 more of money in the hands of consum- 
ers, available for the purchase of goods, than 
there will be goods for which to spend It. 
That Is tho treasury estimate for the 12- 
month period that began July 1. 

With money In their pockets, consumers 
go to market able and willing to pay high 
prices for anything they need and want. No 
system of price fixing and rationing can be 
sufficiently broad and weU enforced to keep 
prices down under such circumstances 

The program administered by tho OPA Is 
designed to prevent price Inflation, arising 
out of this pressure of too much money by 
the simple expedient of Btopplijg the auction 
— <;ontroUIng tho quoaUty of the scarcer 
Itenw which ony person can buy. and limit- 
ing the price that he can pay for it 

This looks simple and workable. Bo did 
naUonal prohlblUon, in 1030, it is simple, 
but It is not workable. The proof Is In the 
lUgh and cyer-mountlng cost of most avail- 
able Items; tho desperaUon with which new 
stratagems are pulled out of the hat almost 
weeltly^ the continual changes of machinery 
-and persoimel; a genBral public feeling that 
noboSy In Washington knows what it is aU 
about, which breeds disrespect for OPA regu- 
-latloay-Biid - attena itBrtooniftifl— auccess finr 
to eyade thorn;,.'. '^

THe growth of the allied ntr forces 
In north Africa Is shown by tho fact 
thst hi the first 10 days ot Juno 
more bombs were dropped on Pan- 
teUerla than In the entire month of 
April on all targets In Tunisia, 
Blclly, Sardinia and Italy. 

American air 'power, In the lost 
tew weeks, has begun to flaw out 
In abundant strength all over Uie 
place. What the allied ah- force did. 
in March In norihr'Africa was in- 
creased by some 40 per cent in April 
and by as much o^aln In Moy. June 
shows a conUnucd expansion of 
bombs dropped. 

Ot course the task cannot be 
measured exclusively in terms of 
bombs dropped. The destruction of 
enemy planes Is the test. 

In ths Tunisian campaWn. the 
allied sir force dernonstrated great 
abllUy lo do that. In the Cap Bon 
area which includes the numerous 
fields around Tunis and Blzerte the 
alllei found after surrender that iSO 
axis planet had been destroyed on 
the ground or abandoned. Tliat 
dooi not Include losses in, combat In . 
the air. The total losses ot axis 
plsnes In north Africa alnee the 
landing! lost November run to eev- 
eral times that figure not to men- ' 
tlon the losses that Oermany Is 
suffering at the liartds of Fort- 
resses from England In tho air war 
-ver norlhwestem Europe. 

Tims and aiUefl production have 
caught up wiUt .Oermany. All her 
.thorough sdvonoe preparation for 
sir wirfare, her secret training of 
an alriorca under the guise ot glider 
and tporti flying, her unquestioned 
dominttlon of air strengUi at tha 
time of Munich have been over- 
taken by the alow starting allies. 

At Munich HlUer was faster be- 
cautt he bad bis force organised to 
strike. It has taken almost live 
yean for th* allies to catch tip and 
pass thlt martial Jaekrabblt but 
tnduitrlal resources tell In the end 
.In modem war, 
T1)» industrial strength of tha al- 
es, now that It la mobilized. Is , 
what mikea the wmr nows today dit- - 
fennt than it was a year ago. There 
It tw excuse for our tver losing 
the iDlUatlva again.
